Labor Stumbling Block in Path 


of Truman s Wage-Price Policy 


Washington, Feb. 26—(AP) — 


Labor threw a stumbling block in 
the path of President Truman's 
new wage-price policy today by 
solidly opposing its pay increase 
controls. 


CIO President Phillip Murray, 


declaring1 that any return to war- 
time wage restraints would be 
"catastrophic", added his protest 
to that of AFL President William 
Green, who earlier termed the pro- 
gram "unacceptable and unwork- 
able".

You know what would happen 


even to an infertile egg if you let 
it lay in the kitchen for three 
days when the temperature was 
about 100 degrees in the shade. 


If you broke it into a trying 


pan, the yolk woujd flatten out 
and probably break, and the white 
would look like water and spread 
all over the pan. 


Last week E. M. Funk of th-i 


University of Missouri, speaking 
at the Fact-Finding- Conference 
which is sponsored by the Insti- 
tute of American Poultry Indus- 
tries, broke out two eggs before 
an audience of some 500 poultry 
and egg processors. 


•Just to make sure there wasn't 


any hocus-pocus, he did what ma- 
gicians always do. He invited a 
member of the audience—a man! 
who knows a good egg when he 
sees it—to come up on the plat- 
form and describe the appearance 
of the two eggs. 


Both eggs had come from the 


same flock, had been laid three 
days before, and since then had 
been kept in an incubator at 100 
degrees., 


One of them looked just like j 


^.legg that had been left in a j 
kitchen for three hot summer 
day's. 
The other looked like a 


new-laid egg: The yolk was round 
and firm, there was thick white 
around it, and it held its shape.

The second egg had been "Ther- 


mo-stabilized." 
In other words, 


Funk explained, it had been kept 
in~water at 136 degrees for Is 
minutes. That hot water appar- 
ently had "fixed" the freshness 
ot.^lhe egg. 


;H. H. Alp &r the University ol, 


Illinois told how they are trving 
to'-find out how meat and blood 
spots in eggs can be prevented by 
feeding. 


;Elrds that lay such eggs can be 


eliminated by breeding, but that's 
a "long, slow process^ And the 
test they have made so far indi- 
cate that there is something in 
grass which will reduce ihe num- 
ber of eggs that have blood spots. 


Feeding dehydrated grass help- 


ed "sometime, but not always. 


Cutting grass fresh, every day 


and giving the hens as much of it 
as they would eat produced bet- 
ter results. 


But when hens that had been 


confined were turned out on range 
and picked growing grass, the 
number of eggs that had blood 
spots was cut two-thirds! 


So they think there is some- 


thing in fresh, grovving grass- 
lost shortly after the grass is cut 
—that will help prevent 
blooa 


spots, which are a serious prob- 
lem, 
because they ruin anyone's 


appetite for eggs. 


Pasteurizing JEggs

pasteurizing milk.

Bonnett 
recommends switching to the di- 
sease-resistant varieties Vicland.

1 varieties outyielded Columbia in 
good oat years, in addition to giv- 
ing greater yields when leaf rust 
and stem rust are prevalent. 


Clinton oats are not listed above 


because all available seed will be 
in the hands of foundation seed 
growers in 1946. County farm 
advisers can help locate seed for 
those who want Clinton for 1947 
seding.

Crop Im-i 


provement Association wilj list j 
1946 'Clinton growers in their pre- 
liminary seed list, issued next fall. 


The disease-resistant varieties

Effects of DDT in 


Orchard Sprays 


Cited in Report 


Urbana, 111.—DDT—the new in- 


secticide—used in apple 
orchard 


spray tests last year was found to 
have killed •'guerillas" V natural 
parasites and predators that hold 
other insects and mites to a mini- 
mum. 


S. C. Chandler, field entomolo- 


gist, Illinois State Natural His- 
tory Survey, reporting on the det- 
rimental effects of DDT, said that 
the chemical killed off some of 
these parasites to such an extent 
that the European red mite and 
the common red spider actually 
increased 
in 
numbers. 
' With 


peaches, parasites of the Oriental 
fruit moth were reduced consid- 
erably, so Chandler points 
out 


that further research is necessary 
to determine the strength of DDT 


to use in the sprays to avoid de- 
stroying the natural enemies of 
these mites that attack the fruit. 


The entimologist reported that 


in three of 11 apple orchards in 
which DDT was used the fruit was 
not so well colored in the DDT 
plots as in the orchards where 
the standard sprays were used. In 
two of the 11 orchards the fruit 
was a little smaller, and in three 
it was more russeted. 


Evidences of foliage burn and 


partial defoliation were observed 
as other detrimental effects of us- 
ing DDT. 
This 
situation 
was 


worse where a 
combination of 


DDT and summer oil was used. 


"Illinois had a big carry-over of 


codling moth from the previous 
season and we expcted a lot of 
trouble, so we used oil at the reg- 
ular strength of two quarts to 100 
gallons in several sprays with 
DDT," 
he explained. 
The burns 


showed up after three or four ap- 
plications, and it was worse where 
the heavier concentrations of DDT 
were used. Burns were serious on 
the common varieties of Jonathan, 
Delicious and Grimes Golden but 
little effect or no serious effect 
was observed on Winesap, York 
and Maiden Plush varieties.

silk and other fabrics, tea, raw 
furs, and agar agar. 


80,000 Bales of Silk 


Japanese export volume in the 


first half of 1946 will be mostly 
from, stocks accumulated during 
•the war. They include such items 
as 80,000 bales of raw silk, about 
75.000,000 yards of silk and rayon 
mixed fabrics, 500 tons of medi- 
cines, 10,000 tons of pottery wares, 
1,500 tons of tea and nearly a 
million grams of cultured pearls. 


There are various small manu- 


factures such as a million radio 
tubes, 10,000 cameras, and 50,000 
bicycles. Some metals and miner- 
als still critically scarce in the
